“With Karen In heaven,*’ the executor pointed out, “ the 
lessons are no earthly gdod to her.'* 
“It’s not my fault she died,” res;>onded the proprietor of the 
dancing school. “Since I’m ready, willing and aide to give her 
the lessons, even through a medium, I don’t have to pay back 
a penny!” 
The dispute ended up in court where the executor demanded 
the return of the money. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the pro­ 
prietor of the school to keep the money of an angel? 
This is how the judge ruled; The money had to be paid back. 
The judge held that legal contracts are generally binding 
upon people and their estates; that courts will not become 
involved in the wisdom or folly of provisions in such con­ 
tracts. 
But, the judge added, a contract for personalized services 
is predicted on the ability of one person to give and the othei 
party to receive such services. 
If that’s not possible, the 
contract may be cancelled.

in the form of artillery shells 
and small arm s rounds. 
Pentagon spokesmen say that 
in the case of larger sh ells- the 
90mm, 105mm 
and 
155mm- 
about two pounds of copper is 
expended per shot. Virtually all 
of this is in the shell’s rotating 
band, which m etallurgists be. 
lieve can just as well be made 
of iron. 
Lesser amounts of copper are 
used in small arm s projectiles 
and In the internal works of ar- 
tillery shells. 
According to the Pentagon, L. 
S. 
forces 
in 
Vietnam 
fired 
roughly 
15 million rounds of 
90mm, 
and 
155mm 
artillery 
shells between January 1966 and 
last May. 
At two pounds of copper per 
shell, this indicates the United 
States shot off roughly 30 mil­ 
lion pounds of copper in an 18- 
month period. 
Pentagon spokesmen say de­ 
fense 
supplies 
currently 
pay 
about 38 cents per pound for 
copper either from government 
stockpiles or from domestic pro­ 
ducers. This is two cents higher 
than last year’s price. 
Just by saving that two cents 
per pound through iron substi­ 
tution the Pentagon could, at 
current consumption rates, save 
532,000 a month or 5384,000 z 
year. Actual cost figures for the 
iron still are indefinite.

STILL WAITING 
In his current newsletter, the junior U.S. Senator from 
Missouri, Edward V. Long, passes along some valuable 
information, not excluding 
his wife’s recipe for “ Honey 
Dew Salad." 
At the end of the newsletter, almost as an 
afterthought, the junior Senator adds these words; 
"Want you to know that recent charges against me and my 
Senate Subcommittee have increased my determination to keep 
up the fight for the citizen's right of privacy. As your 
Senator, I do not Intend to let attempts to sm ear me and in­ 
timidate me halt my work in behalf of my State and the people 
of this nation." 
This is an interesting paragraph, even if it only serves to 
point up the fact that our junior Senator apparently does not 
realize the gravity of the disclosures - not sm ears - that have 
been made against him. 
In order that those who might have received Senator Long’s 
newsletter will not be deceived, we think it would be well to 
place several points in proper perspective. 
First of all, there have been no charges brought against 
Senator Long, as of this moment. 
Although it is reported 
the Senate Ethics Committee is investigating the Missouri 
lawmaker, there are now no formal charges placed against 
lilm. 
Secondly, there have been disclosures, starting with an 
article in Life Magazine, that Sen. Long lias been on the 
receiving end of large legal fees paid by a St. Louis law firm 
specializing in representing criminal and union labor ele­ 
ments, 
including Jimmy Hoffa and St. Louis Steam fitter of­ 
ficials. 
Third, as far as we know, there have been no charges or 
disclosures against the sub-committee that Long heads. Mem­ 
bers of the subcommittee are not the subject of disclosures 
nor did other Senators on the unit receive legal fees from 
the Shenker law firm. 
Fourth, Sen. Long says he intends to keep up “ the fight 
for citizen’s right of privacy.” 
Sen. Long has been in the 
upper legislative chamber since 19G0, and his “ fight” may be 
the longest one in history. Most observers say there are al­ 
ready sufficient laws on the books to protect personal pri­ 
vacy; what is needed now is strict enforcement of existing 
laws. 
This is hardly in Sen. Long’s realm as a legislator; his 
function is to investigate the need for new laws, not enforce 
those already enacted. 
The junior Senator lias said he does not intend to halt his 
work in the Congress. 
We presum e he means until the citi­ 
zens of Missouri have an opportunity to judge his perfor­ 
mance at the polls. 
Strangely, he makes no mention of whether he intends to 
halt his fee taking from the Shenker law firm. 
Strangely, he makes no disclosure of why he received the 
fees and what kind of work he did for the St. Louis firm while 
on the public’s payroll as a legislator. 
Several weeks ago Sen. Long indicated he would vindicate 
himself by bringing forth documents to show that he was 
innocent of any conflicts oi interest.

Industry has invested 
more 
than $1 billion in water pollu­ 
tion control facilities, spends, 
more than 
$100 
million per 
year to operate them, and will 
undoubtedly spend 
“ billions" 
to control pollution in the fu­ 
ture, 
the 
President 
of 
the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers said 
in a recent 
Pittsburgh, Penna., speech. 
Addressing the 50th anniver­ 
sary meeting of the Hydraulic 
Institute, W. P. Gullander said 
that both the percentage of the 
plants treating their wastes and 
dollar 
figures for 
pollution 
abatement will continue to rise 
as the states set water quality 
standards under the 
Water 
Quality Act of 1965. NAM and 
its 
affiliated National Indus­ 
trial Council 
are “ endeavor­ 
ing to render every assistance 
and encouragement to the states 
in their standard - setting ac­ 
tivities,” he added. 
However, investments in con­ 
trol facilities, while

social benefits, in most cases 
do not 
contribute to profits, 
Mr. Gullander said. 
For this 
reason, the NAM

by this. The UN was 
never fashioned to 
advance the 
cause of 
peace 
with freedom. 
This disorganized organization 
was built on a quicksand foun­ 
dation. 
Its 
flaws have been 
sharply 
pointed up by

flux of many small nations into 
the General Assembly. When the 
UN was organized in 1945 it had 
50 members. Seventy - two have 
been added since then, the num­ 
ber including

The dispute ended up in court where the executor demanded 
the return of the money. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the pro­ 
prietor of the school to keep the money of an angel? 
This is how the judge ruled: The money had to be paid back. 
The judge held that legal contracts are generally binding 
upon people and their estates; that courts will not become 
involved in the wisdom or folly of provisions in such con­ 
tracts. 
But, the judge added, a contract for personalized services 
is predicted on the ability of one person to give and the other 
party to receive such services. 
If that’s not possible, the 
contract may be cancelled.
